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IMPROVEMENT OF SEED 


By instruction of the Hon. Minis- 
ter of Agriculture another distribu- 
tion will be made this season of sam- 
pies of the mest productive sorts of 
grain to Canadian farmers for the 
improvement of seed. The stock for 
distribution is of the very best and 
from the 
excellent crops recently had at the 
branch Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head in the North-west Territories. 
The distribution this spring wili con- 
sist of samples of oats, spring wheat, 
Indian cOrn and potatoes. The quan- 
tity of oats to be sent this year -yvill 
be 4 ibs., and of wheat or barley 5 
ibs., sufficient in each case to sow 
one-twentieth of an acre. The sam- 
pies of Indian corn and potatoes will! 
weigh 3 lbs. as heretofore. A quan-

Oats—Wide-Awake, Improved Lig-

Barley—Six-rowed—Mensury, Odes- 
sa, Mansfield, Claude and Royal.

White Prize, Canadian Beauty, Uncle 
Sam, American Wonder, Bovee, Early 
Andes and Late Puritan. 

Kvery farmer may apply; but only 
one sample can be sent to each appli- 
cant, hence if an individual receives a 
sample of oats he cannot also receive 
one of wheat, bariey or potatoes, and 
applications for more than one sam- 
ple for one household cannot be en- 
tertained. These samples will be sent 
free of charge through the mail. 

Applications shouid be addressed to 
the Director of Experimental Farms, 
Ottawa, and may be sent in any time 
before the Ist of March, after which 
the lists will be closed, so that all 
the samples asked for may be sent out 
in gOod time for sowing. Parties 
writing should mention the sort or 
variety they would prefer, with a 
second sort as an alternative, and 
should the available stock of both 
these varieties be exhausted, some 
ether good sort will be sent instead. 
Those appiying for Indian corn or po- 
tatoes will please bear in mind that 
the corn is not available for distri- 
Hution until March or April, and that 
potatoes cannot be mailed from here 
until danger frem frost in tramsit is 
over.

The diarv division of the depari- 
meat of agriculture at Ottuwa.has 
again this year operated a number 
of creameries in the North-West? 
Territories, ‘so that farmers in ‘is- 
tricts adapted to dairying might be 
able to obtain a cash income from 
their cows until such time as they 
are able to carry on the work for 
themselves.

British Columbia has naturally

Freight rates and other 
expenses are so heavy that a sat - 
isfactory trade with Great Britain 
cannot be carried on at present, 
but a considerable export trade 15 
being developed with Japan and oth- 
er oriental countries! Before the 
Osaka exposition there was scarce- 
ly any (Canadian putter sold in Ja- 
pan. but in spite of the war, som» 
34,00€ pounds have been shipped to 
that couatry from the Government 
creameries during the first Len 
months of the year.

There has been some opposition 
to our stringent legislation, suc 
as the Dairy Products Act of 1889, 
and the Butter Act of 1903, which 
forbids the manufacture and sale 
in Canada of admiterated dairy 
goods including filled cheese and 
process butter. The Hastings cheese 
case, recently reported in the ress 
aS shown that if our dairy laws 
had been one whit less strict, Ja- 
nadian cheese trade would have re- 
ceived a blow which it would have 
reqired years to recover. The case 
in question is still fresh in che 
public memory. A leading firm of 
grocers in Hastings, England, was 
charged with selling as pure cheese 
an article which the local analyst 
alleged was adulterated with ‘for- 
eign fat. Fortunately the Canadian 
high commissioner and the chief 
inspector in Britain of the Depart- 
meht of Agriculture, were able fo 
present a vigorous defence, backed up 
by indisputable evidence forwarded 
from Canads by the chief of the dai- 
ry division. It was shown that jn 
Canada the manufacture of marga- 
rine or filled cheese was absolutely 
prohibited under heavy penalties, and 
the conditions of manufacture -vere 
such that it was quite impossible for 


this to happen without the fact 
com ng to the notice of he 
authorities) The purity of the 


cheese was admitted, and the charge 
finally dismissed, when it was found 
that the Canadian contentions were 
proven by the report of the Gov- 
erpment analyst, which showed that 
th: sample ic question contained 24 
per eent of milk fat, and no foreign 
fat whatever. 

The case has attraeted almost uni- 
versal attention in Great Britain, 
and the triumphant vindication of 
the purity of the Canadian dairy 
icreduct will prove of great advan- 
tage as an advertisement for our 
goods. If, however, our dairy laws 
hao been lax or our departmental or- 
ganization imperfect on either side 
of the Atlantic, the result might 
save been different.
